Deano, Feb, 23.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Coroner Buckrags this morning 
held an inquest over the body of Charles 
F. Gabert, the young man killedin the 
train robbery near Pixley last evening. He 
Was a native of West Virginia, aged 20 
years, and was instantly killed. 

The testimony given by P. T. Bolger, en- 
gineer, and C. J. Elder, fireman, of Tulare, 
isas follows: “When leaving Pixley two 
masked men boarded the engine, covering 
us with shotguns, ordered us to pull out, 
and ordered.us to slow down. We were 
aken back by the robbers to the 
express car and a bomb was thrown 
under the car, the explosion of which 
nearly turned the carover, The messenger 
came out when ordered and was ordered to 
open. the car. One of the robbers gutted 
the car, while the other held the fireman. 
engineer and messenger under cover. 
Meanwhile the brakeman and Gabert came 
up on one side of the car, and Bentley 
came up on the other side to see the 
cause of the delay, When approaching one 
robber remarked, ‘Stop!’ and fired, Gabert 
receiving the heavy load of buckshot in the 
heart and head, killing himinstantly. The 
robber then reiclied under the car at. the 
other parties, when Bentley was struck by 
several shots in the abdomen and right arm. 
The robbers then marched the three men 
up on the engine and backed away into the 
darkness.” 

It is thought the affair was not the 
work of professionals, as it was needlessly 
murderous. The robbers secured only 
$400. Parties are scouring the country 
west of here for the robbers.

Bismarck Making Scapegoats 
of His Consuls, 


Why a Squadron Has Been Ordered to 
Samoan Waters.

SENDING SHIPS TO SAMOA. 

ln explanation of the reported ordering 
of a German squadron to Samoa, the 
National Zettung observes that the impend- 
ing punishment of Mataafa will have no 
effect upon Germany’s.relations with Eng- 
land and America, the right of Germany to 
intervene in the matter not being contested 
in any quarters. The report must, however, 
be received with reserve. The squadron 
is provisioned for Port Said in order, 
aye to be im readiness to proceed to 

fast Africa or to await the development of 
affairs. It may at least be assumed that the 
squadron will dnly go to Samoa in the 
event of the American Government proving 
exacting or uureasonable. Bismarck’s de- 
sire to avoid colonial troubles is due in a 
large measure to the uncertainty of 
politics, especially that of France. 

KEEPING AN EYE ON FRANCE. 

The North German Gazette and other 
leading German papers predict the over- 
throw of the Tirard Cabinet within a few 
weeks. Bismarck’s opinion that a crisis 
will result in the accession to power of Gen. 
Boulanger is well known, and tnere are few 
persons who do not regard his tiumph as a 
near probability.

The New French Ministry Declares 
ite Policy. 

Panis, Feb. 23.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Ministerial declaration 
was read in the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies today. Iltsays: 

“In responding to the President’s appeal, 
we have not hid from ourselves the difficul- 
ties of the hour, and _are sustained by the 
thought that you will not refuse to codperate 
with men presenting themselves to you de- 
termined to accomplish the duty required 
by the situation. Our great tasks will be to 
secure the adoption of the budget of 1890, 
and to assure by a broad, tolerant and wise 
policy the success of the exhibition which 
will show in industrious and pacific France 
ali the people’s industry and work. We 
hope you will satisfactorily conclude other 
important measures, such as the military 
laws, the discussion of which has com- 
menced. We consider that the Govern- 
ment’s principal duty is to prepare, for all 
republicans and all Frenchmen loving order 
and liberty, the ground fer common, ener- 
getic and decisive action, with a view to de- 
fend and strengthen the rule of peace, jus- 
tice and progress which France, in found- 
ipg the public, desired to give to itself. 
The success of our policy depends upon our 
firmness and vigilance, on which you may 
rely. While deciding to cover with our re 
sponsibility officials devoted to their dutie 
we shall severely judge their faults an 
shortcomings. e consider it our impera- 
tive duty to resolutely take all measures 
necessary to maintain order and respect for 
the Republic by counteracting, or if neces- 
repressing factious enterprises.”’
